The most important Japanese coal mines, 
says Le Afonde Lconorltgte, are those of, the 
istand of Kiusin, and they furnish 87 per cent, 
of the total yield of Japan.

in 1888 reached 600,000 tons 1897. Prices 
have increased, during the same period,-t30 per 
cent, In 1895, there were 157 mines ged 54,000 
miners ; the exportation of coal was 947,000 tons 
in 1882, 974,000 tons in 1888, and 3,500,600 tons 
in 1897..
